According to (he annual'report of tlieInterstate commerce 


commission, filed a few days ago, the chief causes,o'f railroad 
accidents in this country are mistakes-oil the part of employes 
and failure to obey the rules, and the failure of operating of- 
ficers to enforce the rules.

During the year there were investigated 76 accidents which 


caused the death of 283 persons and injuries to 1880 others. 
The commission says that of this number of •accidents 56 were 
directly due to mistakes of employes and failure to obey the 
rules. Among the shortcomings noted were improper flag- 
ging, failure'to obey train orders, misunderstanding of orders, 
allowing'trains to enter blocks when tjiere were other trains 
upon them, and various other thing's of a"similar nature, show- 
ing that the rules in'too many instances arc allowed to become 
a dead letter. 


' And it seems that the blame for this stale of things does not 


rest entirely upon Ihe employes. The'commission says thai, 
in Ihe main, the rules are understood, but are habitually vio- 
laled, and the evidence goes 16 show-that this is done in many 
cases wilh the knowledge of Ihe operating officials. Says Ihe 
commission: "Many operating officials seem to proceed upon 
Ihe theory that their responibilily ends with (he promulga- 
lion of rules, apparently overlooking the fact thai, no mallei- 
how inherently good a'rule may be, it is of no force unless it 
is obeyed," 


In view of these facts the commission feels that it should 


have more authority over t|ie';coiistriidion and operation of 
railroads. It is certain thai somclh'lnfshould be done to lessen 
the number'of railroad accidents, and Ihe first slep would seem 
to be lo find some way lo properly enforce Ihe rules. This 
can never be done so long as llieir violation is winked al by 
officials of Ihe roads, who, 
when a crash comes, point lo.lhe 


rules and make a>scapegoat of some employe or employes for 
violating Ihem. 


Apparently Ihe trouble wilh Ihe railroads is very similar lo 


lhal which society suffers from non-enforcemenl or lax en- 
forcement of Ihe laws. The laws read 'well, but people over- 
ride them with impunity in too many instances and Ihe public 
suffers Ihe consequences. It will surprise many lo learn lhal 
the enforcement of railroad rules is in many cases as lax as Hie 
enforcement of the laws of Ihe land, 


This laxity is one of Ihe greatest evils of Ihe present lime. 


It is a result "of carelessness, expediency and Ihe general hurly- 
burly'of. Ihe age, Ihe craze for, speed .11 iul.Ihe lack of thorough- 
ness which is so marked a chafac'lerislic of Ihe life of loday. 
That Ihe conditions call for a change is beyond question, and 
a change must come before railroad travel and life generally 
in (his country can be what Ihcy ought lo be.
